From the Repeater Committee

ATV? 

As many know, the ATV repeater has been experiencing operational problems for a 
while. We had some rough times. The amplifier has been repaired (again!). A problem 
with feedline has been diagnosed. Since all issues relating to the antennas and feed 
lines are the responsibility of site owners, they have been made aware. We are waiting 
for the weather to get better so the tower climbers can repair the damage that caused 
the amplifier to fail. Please bear with us while things are made right. 


Jamming ; 

Some folks that want to disrupt normal repeater operations have apparently targeted 
the W6CX repeaters for abuse. There are several things that the legitimate users can 
do to improve this situation. First, review the Repeater Use Policy. Second, use the 
machines frequently. One of the things the jammers are trying to do is to shut down 
the machines or make them unusable. 

While using the systems, be sure to observe the Part 97 rules and the Club’s use 
policy. Do not provoke or engage the disruptive operators. By ignoring them, you 
deny them the reward that they are seeking. Also, be aware that the Official Observ- 
ers and the FCC are collecting information on these folks. Some of them have had 
action taken to modify their licenses because of past infractions. 

Our control operators are on the job. They have been trying to keep the systems 
going while balancing the response to the more flagrant rules violations. You can help 
them by keeping a log of time, content, input frequency signal strength and your 
location when you heard them. By forwarding this to the control operators, other 
jammers can be identified and be brought to the attention of the authorities.

-Do You Like SPAM?

I don’t. Spam—Unwanted email that can sometimes land in your email box. 
I have recently found that one way to combat it is to report it to the origi- 
nating email provider. Many providers have acceptable use policies that pro- 
hibit mass mailings. | have been expanding the headers on unwanted email 
and forwarding a copy to the abuse email addresses for the providers I have 
found in the headers. For example, if the Spam is from spam@yyy.com and 
there is another header that says gate@xxx.net, I will forward the message to 
abuse@yyy.com, abuse@xxx.net. Be sure to expand the headers so the folks 
at the other end can see what’s going on. Don’t be surprised to get back an 
automated message saying that your message has been received. 

So, what’s my score? I have sent in about ten reports and have received 
two messages that the offending email accounts had been closed for non- 
compliance with the rules. I have also received three messages that the ad- 
dresses were forged. The rest haye not replied. 

{Another important way to combat spam is to never reply to it, even if 
it contains text such as “reply to remove yourself from the list.” By reply- 
ing, all you’re doing is confirming to the spammer that your email ad- 
dress is valid. You will not be removed from the list—in fact, your ad- 
dress becomes even more valuable to the spammer and will probably be 
sold to other spammers. -Ed.]
